Concerning reciprocity it has now de­ 
veloped I hat wiiiJe some progress is 
b eing made in considering certain arti­ 
cles, which will b e the b asis of reci­ 
procity. vet Ib e American commission­ 
ers are likely to insist, as a preliminary 
io ’aiiy rt^ciprocity, that Canada shall 
wijHi out that feature of her tariff law 
which gives Creut Britain a preference 
of 25 per cent on all tariff dnties. If 
this impoftaut concession is made b y 
Canada, and conceded b y i<ord Herschell, 
who is looking after the interests of 
Great Britain, then, it is said, that a 
reciprocity list prob ab ly will b e agreed 
tiiKiu.' Wftliout the ab olition of pre­ 
ferential rates to Great Britain the 
opinion is very positively expressed that 
a reciprocity agreem ent oannot b e 
reach ed- 
The Bcason for this, it is poioUid out. 
Is that the ('anadiau law g ivin g Great 
Britain preference w ithin the last year 
b ar diverted trade from the United 
Htates i^nd^ turned it into British chan- 
nals. 
The American commissioners feel that 
if they can suc(‘eed in having this Brit- 
wb preferential

than any reciprocity agreement. 
THh deb ate thus far has euoonraged the 
Anis|>cau cxunmissioners to b elieve that

Quite a number report 
that they were asked what pension at­ 
torney they had been consulting. A 
captain to whom a reporter talked 
this morning characterized the con­ 
duct of the surgeons as outrageous. 
'Why,’ said be. 'they act more like spies 
for the pension department.’ It is stated 
that several of the captains protested to 
the surgeons, claiming that it looked as 
though they were making a specific ef­ 
fort to forayer dose all hope for pen­ 
sions by the men. It is said, too. that 
some of the officers will refuse to be ex­ 
amined, one officer saying to the writer 
that he knew of one who woald posi­ 
tively refuse to go before the board. 
This officer said that about 90 per cent. 
of the men were presenting claims for 
disability, and. as far as he could learn, 
the surgeons were only reporting about 
IO per oent. 
When questioned as to the causes for 
the disaffection a surgeon is credited 
with saying: 
"The trouble we have with the men 
is that their papers describe symptoms, 
and not actual diseases. We do not find 
the number of disabilities that are 
claimed. 
The men must say wha$ 
permanent disability they claim. We 
are working under instructions or orders 
from the department, and the instruc­ 
tions are ne different in the case of this 
regiment than any other. 
We expected 
to find considerable disability among 
the men as a result of fever due to their 
long stay in Cuba, and are finding what 
we expected; but I believe all or nearly 
all, are of such a character that the men 
will all recover. We want to do the 
men justice, and when the examination 
is not satisfactory, we have a double ex­ 
amination. The way some of the papers 
are made out looks as though they had 
been filled out by pension attorneys.” 
The surgeon talked freely, but said that 
Mustering Officer Lee was the one who 
oouldtalk authoritatively. Lieutenant 
Lee was seen, but said that he had 
nothing to say.

Bitterly.

Newh comes from Wooster that sol* 
tilers and officer# are complaining bit­ 
terly of the treatment accorded the 
Eighth by the 
examining surgeons. 
The story is here given : 
"The men are complaining bitterly of 
the rough treatment at the hands of ex­ 
amining surgeons. One man says that 
one of the surgeons remarked, 'You 
must have been to see an undertaker,* 
to which the soldier replied, ‘I did that 
very thing as soon as I landed at Mon­ 
tauk Point.* 
Quite a number report 
that they were asked what pension at­ 
torney they had been consulting. 
A 
captain to whom a reporter talked 
this morning characterized the con­ 
duct of the surgeons as outrageous. 
‘Why,’ said be. ‘they act more like spies 
for the pension department.* It is stated 
that several of the captains protested to 
the gorgeous, claiming that it looked as 
though they were making a specific ef­ 
fort to forever close all hope for pen­ 
sions by the men. 
It is said, too, that 
some of the officers will refuse to be ex­ 
amined, one officer saying to the writer 
that, he knew of one who would posi­ 
tively refuse to go before the board. 
This officer said that about 90 per cent. 
of the men were presenting claims for 
disability, and. as far as he coaid learn, 
the surgeons were only reporting about 
IO per cent. 
When questioned as to the causes for 
the disaffection a surgeon is credited 
with saying: 
"The trouble we have with the men 
is that their papers describe symptoms, 
and not actual diseases. We do not find 
the number of disabilities that are 
claimed. 
The men must say what 
permanent disability they claim. 
We 
are working under instructions or orders 
from the department, and the instruc­ 
tions are na different in the case of this 
regiment than any other. 
We expected 
to find considerable disability among 
the men as a result of fever due to their 
long stay in Onba, and are finding what 
we expected ; bot I believe all or nearly 
all. are of such a character that the men 
will all recover. 
We want to do the 
men justice, and when the examination 
la not satisfactory, we have a double ex­ 
amination. The way some of the papers 
are made out looks as though they had 
been filled out by pension attorneys.” 
The surgeon talked freely, but said that 
Mustering Officer Lee was the one who 
oould talk authoritatively. Lieutenant 
Lee was seen. but said that he had 
nothing to say.

Bitterly.

News come* from W ooster th at sol­ 
diers and officers are com plaining bit­ 
terly of the treatm ent accorded the 
Eighth by th e 
exam ining surgeons. 
The story is here given : 
"T he m en are com plaining bitterly of 
the rongh treatm ent at the hands of ex­ 
am ining surgeons. 
One m an says th at 
one of the snrgeons rem arked, 'Yon 
m ost have been to see an undertaker,’ 
to which the soldier replied, ‘I did th at 
very thing aa soon as I landed at M on­ 
tauk Point.* 
Q uite a num ber report 
th at they were asked w hat pension a t­ 
torney they had been consulting. 
A 
captain to whom 
a reporter 
talked 
this m orning characterized the con­ 
duct of the snrgeons as outrageous. 
W hy,’ said be, ‘they act more like spies 
for the pension d epartm ent.’ It is stated 
th at several of th e captains protested to 
the snrgeons, claim ing th at it looked as 
thongh they were m aking a specific ef­ 
fort to forever close all hope for pen­ 
sions bv the men. 
It is said, too. th at 
some of the officers will refuse to be ex­ 
am ined, one officer saying to the w riter 
th at he knew of one who would posi­ 
tively refuse to go before the hoard. 
This officer said th a t about OO per cent. 
of the men were presenting claims for 
disability, and. as far as he contd learn, 
the snrgeons w ere only reporting about 
IO per cent. 
W hen questioned as to the causes for 
the disaffection a surgeon is credited 
w ith saying: 
"T h e trouble we have w ith th e m en 
is th at their papers describe sym ptom s, 
and not actual diseases. We do not find 
the num ber of disabilities th a t 
are 
claimed. 
T he men m ost say whaf 
perm anent disability they claim. 
We 
are w orking under instructions or orders 
from the departm ent, and the in stru c­ 
tions are ne different in the case of this 
regim ent than any other. 
We expected 
to find considerable disability am ong 
the men as a result of fever doe to their 
long stay in Caba, and are finding w hat 
we expected ; but I believe all or nearly 
all. are of snch a character th at the men 
will all reoover. 
W e w ant to do the 
men justice, and when the exam ination 
is not satisfactory, we have a doable ex­ 
am ination. T he way some of the papers 
are m ade out looks as though they had 
been filled out by pension attorneys.” 
The surgeon talked freely, bat said th at 
M astering Officer Lee was the one who 
oonld talk authoritatively. 
L ieutenant 
Lee was seen, but said th at he hsd 
nothing to say.
